New hope for 
renal unit

WORK to build a £100,000 
kidney dialysis centre in 
North Oxfordshire could 
start within months. 

A third area within 
Banbury’s Horton Hospital 


has been identified which 
could be converted into a 
renal unit for up to 20 


patients. Earlier this year the 
Banbury Cake revealed two 
sites within the hospital had 
been shortlisted to house a 
dialysis unit. 

These were the old 
pathology department or 
former HR department, 
recently used as a temporary 
cancer centre while the 
Brodey Centre was extended. 

Plans are now being drawn 
up for the third area, part of 
the medical assessment unit, 
and will go before health 
chiefs this summer. 

A decision could be made 
by September. 

Once a preferred location 
has been agreed, renovation 
work is likely to start 
immediately. 

If no major problems are 
found, patients could be 
using the unit by the end of 
the year. 

Banbury campaigner 
Miranda Berry, 51, whose 
husband, Steven, has to 
travel a 50-mile round trip to 
the Churchill Hospital, 
Oxford, three times a week, 
said a dialysis centre in 
Banbury would be life¬ 
changing. 

She said: “It’s brilliant 
news and would be the best 
Christmas present ever. It 
would be life-changing for 
Steven. 

“They can set up dialysis 
at home in just a few weeks, 
so it’s the same sort of thing 
really. 

“The other week he got 
really depressed and was 
refusing to go. 

“But having a unit in 



Banbury will mean he just 
has to get a taxi or he could 
even walk to the hospital.” 

Helen Morgan, 37, recently 
had a kidney transplant but 
previously had to travel to 
Oxford for dialysis. 

She said: “It’s fantastic 
news. A lot of people at the 
Churchill come from 
Banbury and beyond. It can 
take them one-and-a-half 
hours to get there. 

“The travelling is actually 
worse than the dialysis, 
especially for some of the 
older people. It really gets 
them down.” 

Mike Fleming, director of 
the Horton General Hospital, 
said: “We have done a full 
analysis of the two locations 
we were previously looking 
at, and we believe that they 
both remain suitable. 

“However, we have more 
recently been developing 
plans to build on the success 
of our medical assessment 
unit with the creation of a 
new and larger emergency 
assessment unit. 

“This is likely to free up 
some clinical space and this 
would be a more 
advantageous area for renal 
dialysis on the Horton site. 

“This new location is now 
being assessed as a high 
priority so that we can 
compare it to the other two 
possible locations. 

“We hope to be able to 
make a final decision on the 
best plan very shortly and to 
start work as soon as 
possible. 

“The trust remains very 
committed to the 
development of a renal 
dialysis unit at the Horton.”

4,000 teachers may walk 
out over pensions 


Strike 
could 
close all 
schools 


EVERY school in Oxfordshire 
may be affected when up to 
4,000 teachers walk out in 
just over a week’s time, 
according to union officials. 

Those behind the strike say 
most of the county’s 269 
state primary and secondary 
schools could close - as well 
as many private schools and 
colleges. 

They claimed the one-day 
strike on Thursday, June 30, 
would be the biggest for 25 
years as two teaching unions 
have voted to back the strike 
action. 

Ninety two per cent of the 
National Union of Teachers 
members, who voted, backed 
the strike action to protest 
against plans to change 
teachers’ pensions. 

The Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers will 
join the NUT, with 83 per cent 
of its members who voted 
also supporting action. 

The changes will see 
newly-qualified teachers 
contributing £60 a month 
more to their pensions and 
retiring at 68. At present, 
teachers can take pensions 
at 60. 

From April, public pensions

started to be linked to the 
Consumer Prices Index 
inflation rate, rather than the 
higher Retail Prices Index. 

NUT Oxfordshire official 
Gawain Little: “I would 
suspect there would be an 
impact on every school in 
Oxfordshire.” 

The Government’s plans 
will see teachers work longer 
and pay more into their 
pension funds, but receive 
less money on retirement. 

Mr Little added: “If you 
under-fund pensions, you are 
not going to be able to 
attract the right people into 
the profession. 

“That will impact on the 
quality of education provision 
for our young people, and 
that is why this is important.” 

Oxfordshire ATL committee 
member Frank Havemann 
said: “It is too early to say 
which schools will be 
affected and how.” 

The National Association of 
Head Teachers announced 
that it, too, may consider 
striking. 


No smoke without fire 


A 64-YEAR-OLD man's 
cannabis-growing operation 
was discovered by 
firefighters tackling a 
chimney blaze at his home. 

Giles England was found 
with 28 plants and a kilo of 
dried cannabis, which he 
said was grown to produce 
hemp oil to treat his wife’s 
skin ailment. 

He also admitted smoking 
cannabis to help with his 
own osteo-arthritis. 

Rachel Drake, 
prosecuting at Oxford 
Crown Court on Friday, said 


police were called after 
firefighters noticed the 
drugs at the house in 
Denchfield, Banbury. 

The dried cannabis was 
said to be worth more than 
£6,180. 

The former decorator, 
said he had not worked for 
nine years because “there’s 
just not any work available 
in Banbury”.

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Ex-water 
park chief 
faces jail 
for fraud 


THE sacked chief executive 
of the Cotswold Water Park 
Society has been warned to 
expect a long jail term after 
he admitted fraud totalling 
more than £661,000. 

Dennis Grant, of Upper 
Tadmarton, near Banbury, 
admitted five charges of 
fraud and one of obtaining a 
money transfer by deception 
between November 2006 and 
March 2009. 

The charges involve the 63- 
year-old diverting money due 
to the Water Park Society to 
his own bank accounts. 

Grant was bailed by Judge 
William Hart at Gloucester 
Crown Court on Friday until 
July 13 for a pre-sentence 
report, but told him: “You 
know that you face a 
substantial prison sentence.” 

He granted bail because of 
Grant’s early plea of 
admission. The conditions 
are that he sleeps every night 
at his home address, 
surrenders his passport, does 
not attempt to go abroad, 
and reports every Tuesday to 
Banbury Police Station. 

Grant will also have a 
confiscation hearing under 
the Proceeds of Crime Act on 
October 11 for the court to 
determine what assets are 
available to be seized. 

He denied another charge 
alleging he obtained £46,500 
by claiming that a company 
called Leisure Promotions Ltd 
was not connected with him, 
and thereby receiving that 
sum into a NatWest bank 
account in Guildford. His plea 
was accepted by the 
prosecution and he was 
formally cleared of it. 

Defence barrister Peter 
Woodhall said: “He knows he 
is looking at a term of 
imprisonment in years.”

The price of 
growing old

PEOPLE IN Oxfordshire are living about four 
years longer than they did 20 years ago, 
leading NHS chiefs to issue a warning that 
services could be pushed beyond breaking 
point. 

Men living in the county have added about 
four-and-a-half years to their life expectancy. 
Women have added about three years since 
1991, new figures show. 

NHS Oxfordshire, which pays for county 
healthcare, said the ageing population was 
severely “stretching public services” and 
demand would eventually “exceed supply”. 

A spokesman said: “The proportion of older 
people in the population is increasing and the 
working population will be increasingly 
stretched to fund public services for the 
retired. 

“Because the proportion of younger people 
in Britain is falling - compared with older 
people - demand for informal care by older 
people is predicted to exceed supply within 
the next ten years.” 

The trust warned the number of over- 65s 
living in Oxfordshire was set to rise from 
99,000 to over 111,000 in five years.

The spokesman added: “The impact on 
services will be severe. The current range of 
services we provide will simply not be 
affordable.” 

It is believed people are living longer 
because of better treatment for conditions 
such as cancer and heart disease and better 
access to health care. 

But costly illnesses such as cancer, diabetes, 
strokes and heart disease are all common in 
older people. 



NHS Oxfordshire has estimated that the 
cost of falls in the elderly alone, which cost 
£29,000 per fracture, will top £3m by 2016. 

Local pensioners’ rights campaigner Bill 
Jupp, 79, said OAPs were upset about being 
seen by some as a burden on the state. 

He said: “All these people are from a 
generation who have made it through tough 
times.The 1920s and 30s were grim years and 
then, those of us who survived, had to 
fighting a war. 

“Something radical needs to be done to look 
at the question of being old, and what we can 
afford out of the national kitty.” 

The figures also show a stark variation 
between life expectancy for the county’s rich 
and poor. 

Oxford life expectancy is 78.9 years for men 
and 83.4 for women, but this rises to 81.6 and 
85.2 for the Vale of White Horse. 

Age UK Oxfordshire chief executive Paul 
Cann said: “The rise in life expectancy is 
wonderful. Sadly this dividend is unequally 
shared.” 

More public cash was needed to “keep 
people healthy, on their feet, and engaged in 
work or help in their communities,” he said. 
“It’s only a demographic time bomb if we let 
it tick.”

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Big grants 
boost for 
charities

A MAJOR cash boost to a raft 
of Oxfordshire charities has 
been described as an “impor¬ 
tant boost” as fundraisers 
battle the recession. 

Seven local charities were 
celebrating hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds in 
Government funding, with 
many saying the money 
would help secure services. 

Whitehall said the money, 
from the newly-created 
Transition Fund, would be 
aimed at charities fighting the 
public spending cuts. 

Paul Cann, chief executive 
at Age UK Oxfordshire which 
will receive £100,655, said: 
“We are working to secure 
continuing funding from the 


county council and health 
sector to maintain and 
enhance all our services, 
which are badly needed by 
thousands of older people in

the county.” Oxfordshire 
Family Support Network will 
get a £12,500 grant. 
Spokesman Gail Hanrahan, 
welcomed the £12,500 grant 
and said: “The funding will 
help us to develop our web¬ 
site so that we can market bet¬ 
ter the support we are offer¬ 
ing.” 

The OYAP (Oxfordshire 
Youth Arts Partnership) 
Trust, which runs arts proj¬ 
ects for the most isolated and 
vulnerable children in the 
county, received £18,500 from 
the fund.

New cash 
to ease 
‘bed 

blocking’ 

A FURTHER £1.5m is to be 
ploughed into tackling 
Oxfordshire’s chronic bed¬ 
blocking problem after an 
unexpected cash handout from 
the Government. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
has been given a further £3.7m 
by the Government and will use 
£1.5m to ensure services are 
available so people can leave 
hospital, freeing up beds. 

Yet it admitted the money was 
a “very small” amount of the 
whole £257.2m social and 
communities budget. Users are 
facing cuts of £37m over the 
next four years. 

Council spokesman Paul 
Smith said: “We are using the 
money primarily to help people 
stay at home, which is an 
important thing to do in itself. 

“But, as a by-product of that, 
the money could assist the bed¬ 
blocking situation.” 

It was reported in April how 
county bed-blocking had soared 
to new highs with patients 
spending 4,742 days stuck in 
beds during March alone. 

This ranked Oxfordshire the 
second worst-performing local 
authority area in Britain, after 
Birmingham. 

It is estimated each blocked 
bed costs the NHS £500 per 
person per night.

Patients were ‘kept waiting in ambulance too long’ 


Trust fined £400k 


over 999 delays

THE Oxford Radcliffe 
Hospitals Trust has been 
fined £400,000 because 
patients were left waiting 
too long in ambulances. 

Ambulances waited a total 
of 2,700 hours outside the 
Horton Hospital, Banbury, 
and the John Radcliffe 
Hospital, Oxford, in 2010/11, 
with an average waiting time 
of 20 minutes in January. 

South Central Ambulance 
Service fined Oxford 
Radcliffe Hospitals NHS 
Trust £400,000 for the delays 
- £2.44 every minute after 15 
minutes. 

In 2008/09, the total amount 
of wasted hours was 2,400, 
figures released under The 
Freedom of Information Act 
show. 

Yet hospital chiefs said 
delays had now fallen to an 
average of 12 minutes - less 
than their 15-minute national 
target. 

Hospital trust spokesman 
Heather Barnett said: “We 
always have more patients 
over the winter, but we also 
had issues with people stuck 
in hospital beds because we 
couldn’t get them out, for 
example into social care. 

“If patients need to be 
admitted and we haven’t got 
free beds, it creates a 
backlog and you end up 
struggling to get them 
through the front door.”

She said a new system to 
identify when patients should 
be discharged meant staff 
now had a better idea of 
when beds would be available. 

A quarter of patients now 
arrive at hospital by 
ambulance, an increase of 
three per cent from the 
previous 12 months. 

Ms Barrett said patients 
should question whether 
they really need an 
ambulance before dialling 
999. 

South Central Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust 
spokesman James Keating- 
Wilkes said: “We are happy 
that initial signs are 
encouraging, but need to be 
assured the system is robust 


so that delays do not occur in 
the winter.” 

He said: “The whole thing 
is about providing better care 
to patients, both pre-hospital 
and in hospital. 

“If an ambulance is delayed 
outside the hospital, it can’t 
be out responding to 
patients’ 999 calls.” 

Chris Ringwood, 
spokesman for the North 
Oxfordshire Patient Voice 
campaign group, said: “It is a 
terrible waste of resources if 
an ambulance has to spend 
45 minutes waiting for the 
patient to be admitted. 

“But we need to look at the 
average wait figures rather 
than the rather alarmist 
figure of 2,700 hours wasted.” 


And the group’s Oxford 
spokesman, Jacquie Pearce- 
Gervis, said: “It’s not like 
years ago when there used to 
be ambulances stacking up 
in the road outside.” 

The hospital trust has 
struggled to discharge 
patients quickly enough and 
Oxfordshire County Council 
has been blamed for not 
having services to take on 
elderly patients. 

But council spokesman 
Marcus Mabberley said: 
“Only a small fraction of the 
current delays in 
Oxfordshire are down to 
people waiting for a solely 
council-funded place in a 
residential home or nursing 
home to become available.”

recorded a “significant fall” 
in offences. 

The Home Affairs Select 
Committee asked MPs to put 
forward local examples of 


how to fight crime, and Supt 
Stone was recommended by 
Banbury MP Tony Baldry. 

The officer said he was 
“honoured” by the invitation 
- and said sharing informa¬ 
tion with councils, Govern¬ 
ment agencies and other 
groups such as Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch was key. 

Supt Stone, local police 
area commander for 
Cherwell, said: “I am look¬ 
ing forward to it. 

“The reduction we have 
seen in crime is very much 
down to the strong working 
partnerships we have built 
up with the local authorities. 

“A lot of people speak 
about community partner¬ 
ships, but in Cherwell they 
have really worked.” 

In 1998 to 1999, there were 
2,470 recorded serious theft 
crimes, including burglary, 
theft of/from a motor 


vehicle and robbery. But last 
year, there were 805 - a 67 
per cent drop. 

And violent crime in 
Cherwell has fallen steadily, 
dropping more than 20 per 
cent in the past 10 years. 
Overall crime fell from 
10,200 in 2008 to 8,821 in 2010. 

Supt Stone said: “One of 
our most successful initia¬ 
tives has been Jibber Jabber, 
which is where we send mes¬ 
sages to people out and 
about town at night. 

“It uses Bluetooth and we 
can send an appeal or safety 
warning to anybody who has 
their device on. 

“It is a very effective way 
of getting a message out 
very quickly.” 

He said: “We also work 
with a lot of young people 
who may have become 
involved in crime, and we 
believe there is now a gener- 


cop 

ation of people who have 
taken a more positive path 
in life.” 

Mr Baldry said: “It is a fact 
that crime levels in North 
Oxfordshire have fallen sig¬ 
nificantly in recent years. 

“There have been real 
working partnerships, not 
simply people coming 
together to pay lip service to 
partnership. 

“I suspect that there are 
not many parts of the coun¬ 
try which have seen such a 
significant fall in crime lev¬ 
els in recent years, without 
any increase in police 
resources.” 

Between 2008 and 2010, 
total crime fell from 5,608 to 
4,569 in West Oxfordshire, 
20,772 to 18,261 in Oxford, 
7,369 to 6,993 in South 
Oxfordshire and from 6,046 
to 5,005 in Vale of White 
Horse.

A fter months, if not years of 
meticulous planning and 
agonising decisions about 
the tiniest details, it's ironic that 
abiding memories of a wedding can 
often be completely out of the 
control of the bride and groom. 

The dress might be stunning, the 
cake heavenly and the reception 
organised with military precision, 
but the big day can easily become a 
big disaster thanks to bad weather, 
unexpected ill health or the rapidly 
deteriorating sobriety of the best 
man. 

In 2009, cinema audiences shared 
in the pain of one groom-to-be as 
he overcame an almighty Hangover 
to make it to the church on time. 

Now, we're witnesses to the 
devastation wrought by a blushing 


bride, her maid of honour and four 
bridesmaids in Paul Feig's raucous 
comedy of errors, which proves 
that anything the guys can do, the 
gals can do better. 

Bridesmaids is smarter, funnier 
and emotionally deeper than The 
Hangover, introducing us to a 
menagerie of neurotic, self- 
obsessed yet ultimately loveable 
ladies, who are one extra spicy 
Mexican meal away from 
catastrophe. 

Kristen Wiig and Annie 
Mumolo's script is an 
embarrassment of hysterical 
riches, anchored by winning 
performances from a talented 
ensemble cast, who throw vanity to 
the wind and humiliates 
themselves for our delight. 

It's hard to imagine a more 
uproarious and satisfying comedy 
all summer, perhaps all year. 

Annie (Wiig) used to own her 
own bakery but she has fallen on 
hard times and now works as a 
jewellery saleswoman. 


She assuages the pain with 
occasional no-strings-attached sex 
with handsome oaf Ted (Jon 
Hamm), who clearly has no 
intention of settling down. 

Best friend Lillian (Maya 
Rudolph) reveals she is getting 
married and asks a clearly 
delighted Annie to be maid of 
honour. 

Without two dimes to rub 
together, organising a bridal 
shower to remember will be tricky 
for Annie, especially since one of 
the bridesmaids is socialite wife 
Helen (Rose Byrne). 

Fellow bridesmaids Megan 
(Melissa McCarthy), Becca (Ellie 
Kemper) and Rita (Wendi 
McLendon-Covey) witness the 
fallout as Annie and Helen vie for 
Lillian's affections. 

Meanwhile, Annie unexpectedly 
kindles a tender romance with 
police officer Nathan Rhodes 
(Chris O'Dowd), who despairs at 
her antics and correctly surmises, 
"You're like the Maid Of 


Dishonour!" Bridesmaids is two 
hours of pure, unadulterated, 
filthy-minded joy that will have 
you crying with laughter as it 
gently tugs our heartstrings. 

Wiig is adorable as the architect 
of her own downfall and on-screen 
camaraderie between the actresses 
is completely believable. 


McCarthy steals every frame as 
the voluptuous singleton with 
dubious dress sense, who stares 
hungrily at one single guy and 
snarls, "I'm going to climb that like 
a tree". 

The running time flies by, 
culminating in a feel-good finale 
that takes us back to the 1990s.

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Agile Juke 
appeals 

to young 


I do not possess a pair of 
kicks, hoodie, or a pair of 
boardshorts, so I felt dis¬ 
tinctly unprepared to com¬ 
ment on a car that epitomises 
urban cool. 

Anyone with a grey hair or 
two on their head is likely to feel 
equally anxious about hopping 
behind the wheel of a car so 
clearly aimed at the younger 
buyer. 

Nissan says the plan with 
Juke was to offer a ‘funky alter¬ 
native’ to a bland five-door 
hatchback and the styling, 
inside and out, certainly delivers 
that by the spadeful. 

Externally, the Juke looks like 
an escapee from the follow-up to 
Disney’s cartoon creation Cars. 

The bottom half of the car, 
which sits up high off the 
ground, is sports utility vehicle, 
with chunky wheels, wide tyres 
and macho looks. But the top is 
pure sports car, with a high 
waistline, narrow side glass and 
a coupe-style roof. The coupe 
effect is underlined by rear 
doors which have their handles 
hidden in the door frame. 

Inside, the sports car theme

continues with a high-gloss cen¬ 
tre console inspired by a motor¬ 
cycle fuel tank. 

But this is no creation of a 
maverick Japanese design team 
allowed to indulge their wildest 
urban car design fantasies. The 
Juke was created at Nissan 
Design Europe in the heart of 
London and is rolling off the 
production lines at Nissan’s 
Sunderland plant. 

And underneath the rebel¬ 
lious styling is a surprisingly 
roomy yet compact alternative 
to a run-of-the-mill supermini. 

While it is undoubtedly play¬ 
ful, is also practical and fun to 
drive. 

Light, and agile, and easy to 
manage on the move, the Juke is 
at home whirring along a motor¬ 
way as it is slipping into tight 
city parking spots. 

Engine choice starts with 117 
horsepower 1.6-litre petrol and 
110 horsepower 1.5-litre diesels 
and is topped by a 1.6-litre 
direct-injection turbocharged 
petrol model in both two- and 
four-wheel-drive.

My fears that I was simply too 
old to be allowed out and about 
in a Juke were confirmed by a 
caring B&Q cashier, who took 
one look at the huge sacks of 
compost I had stacked on my 
trolley, then glanced at my grey¬ 
ing locks, and asked kindly: 
“Would you like a hand getting 
that to the car?”
